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BEHAVIOR  AND  ENVIRONMENT: 
A  BIBLIOGRAPHY  OF  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES  IN  URBAN  SPACE

During  the  past  twenty-five  years,  the  world's  greatest  building 
boom  has  taken  place.  More  recently,  there  has  been  a  growing  concern 
whether  the  new  concepts  for  urban  spatial  organization  have  produced 
improved  environmental  conditions  for  man.  For  example,  have  the  new 
planned  developments  fulfilled  the  needs  for  human  interaction?  And, 
if  so,  how  is  this  determined? 

The  need  has  been  to  build;  and  cities  have  been  built  so  that  the 
pressing  shortages  of  housing  and  services  have  been  alleviated.   One 
fifth  of  the  population  of  England  now  live  in  new  towns  and  in  the 
United  States  42%  of  the  housing  has  been  built  since  1950.   In  addition, 
there  are  major  urban  renewal  programs  in  more  than  912  communities  xn 
the  United  States,  and  many  of  the  urban  centers  in  Western  Europe  have 
been  completely  rebuilt.   These  have  been  built  to  serve  real  needs  and 
not  designed  as  experiments  with  built-in  tests  of  the  quality  of  results. 

Yet  there  is  no  question  that  lessons  have  not  been  learned  from  the 
building  projects  of  the  1950's  and  1960's.   The  later  new  towns  in 
England  are  considered  to  be  'better'  than  the  first  and  standards  for 
urban  renewal  projects  in  the  United  States  have  evolved  to  reflect  more 
adequately  the  needs  of  deteriorating  cities.   However,  there  is  a  growing 
concern  that  studies  must  be  undertaken  and  projects  designed  to  have  more 
appropriate  feedback  for  the  development  of  the  quality  of  the  urban 
environment  which  reflects  the  needs  of  residents. 

Currently  there  is  a  two  pronged  attack  to  this  problem:   on  the  one 
hand,  there  is  the  call  for  advocacy  planning;  on  the  other,  for  more 
rigorous  study  of  the  interaction  of  people's  behavior  within  urban  space. 
These  are  not  conflicting  ideas.   Citizen  participation  and  cooperation  is 
needed  in  every  project  and  there  is  much  that  can  be  learned  from  observa- 
tion of  those  projects  already  built. 

The  second  approach  was  taken  by  a  class  studying  urban  form  in  the 
Department  of  Urban  Affairs,  Graduate  School  of  Public  and  International 
Affairs,  University  of  Pittsburgh, 

This  bibliography  resulted  from  their  survey  of  the  literature  in 
this  field,  prior  to  their  design  of  individual  studies.   Each  annotation 
was  made  by  a  member  of  the  class  and  is  followed  by  his  initials.   The 
annotations  were  screened  by  the  principal  authors  for  irrelevant  material, 
but  left  unedited  to  reflect  the  flavor  given  by  an  individual  approach.

Each  contributor  punched  his  own  cards  and  these  were  run  on  a 
computer  program  entitled  "OS/360  QUIC  INDEX"  developed  at  the  University 
of  California  Medical  Center.   The  function  of  this  package  program  is 
primarily  that  of  printing  out  a  key  word  index.   However,  in  addition 
it  will  print  out  an  annotated  bibliography  as  well  as  an  alphabetical 
listing  of  all  authors.   The  number  to  the  left  of  the  reference  is  an 
identification  number  which  enables  the  reader  to  cross  reference  be- 
tween annotations,  the  author  list,  and  the  title  index. 
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The  content  of  the  bibliography  is  denoted  by  the  title  which  was 
derived  from  the  most  commonly  occuring  keywords.  Fourteen  words  were 
permuted  10  or  more  times;  these  are  divided  below  into  those  which  relate 
to  the  size  of  the  place,  spatial  characteristics,  and  activities:

There  is  considerable  overlap  between  these  words;  for  example 
depending  on  the  title,  housing  and  neighborhood  could  be  used  to  denote 
essentially  the  same  thing,  or  urban  and  city,  or  community  and  tovjn,  or 
design  and  planned,  or  environment  and  space,  etc.  This  is  one  problem 
that  results  when  the  title  that  is  given  to  a  study  by  the  author  is 
used. 

Another  problem  is  that  some  titles  give  no  keywords  that  elicit 
their  meaning.  For  example,  "Order  Out  Of  Chaos"  is  one  title  which  is 
about  the  human  adaptation  of  dwellings  into  a  community  which  is 
structurally  uniform  and  yet  maintains  individual  identity.   Neither 
human  dwellings  nor  com.uunity  were  permuted  keywords. 

By  only  using  the  permuted  listing  of  keywords  the  user  of  the 
bibliography  is  not  always  led  to  all  of  the  annotations  that  he  might 
need.   Therefore,  it  is  probably  desirable  to  do  additional  skimming  of 
the  annotations  to,  in  fact,  fully  search  the  bibliography. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  bibliography  some  current  journals  were 
searched  and  older  materials  that  were  cited  in  these  references  were 
looked  up.  Thus  the  primary  emphasis  is  on  recent  materials  (84  of  the 
181  citations)  with  an  attempt  to  cover  the  major  early  works  in  this 
area. 

Much  of  the  material  on  environment  and  behavior  is  not  yet  well 
formulated  into  books,   Robert  Sommer's  book.  Personal  Space,  The 
Behavioral  Basis  of  Design,  probably  comes  closest  to  providing  a 
summary.   The  majority  of  the  annotations  are  from  periodical  articles, 
and  four  journals  stand  out  as  having  a  continuing  interest  in  this 
subject.   They  are  the  AIP  Journal,  Ekistics,  Journal  of  the  Town  Planning 
Institute,  and  the  Journal  of  Social  Issues.   Since  both  Ekistics  and  the 
Journal  of  the  Town  Planning  Institute  have  strong  interests  in  developing 
countries,  the  bibliography  is  not  completely  unique  to  the  developed  or 
American  cases.  Examples  and  methods  are  sought  from  any  situation.  The 
complete  list  of  journals  from  which  material  is  cited  follows:

From  this  bibliography  the  class  participants  derived  ideas  for  the 
development  of  specific  projects.  These  range  from  studies  replicating 
techniques  developed  by  Kevin  Lynch  (161)  and  by  George  Peterson  (60)  to 
others  that  considered  the  literature  relating  to  a  particular  age  group 
and  then  designing  the  study  techniques  themselves.   The  projects  are 
annotated  as  entries  00501  to  00508. 

This  bibliography  is  considered  as  a  final  product  in  one  sense  and 
a  continuing  project  in  another.   It  has  been  completed  and  will  not  be 
updated  until  another  year  when  a  similar  class  works  with  it.   On  the 
other  hand,  the  central  question  of  this  bibliography  overlaps  many  other 
areas  of  study,  particularly  housing,  perception,  visual  analysis,  and 
urban  design.   It  is  hoped  that  classes  studying  some  of  these  subjects 
will  use  items  from  this  as  needed  and  as  such  the  cards  themselves  will 
be  available  for  duplication.
